If you rre n:ere-:;:eo r pad-time study or Admissions 

simply want to attend courses at the University as a nan- -■ "■""■' 

graduating student, then special application arrangements apply. \ _™. s .*.„° r 

Applying through UCAS

If you wish to apply for any of our full-time undergraduate degree 
programmes then you must apply through UCAS - the Universities and 
Colleges Admissions Service. This applies to all UK, EU and international 
students. For UK students, you can obtain a copy of the UCAS directory and 
an application form from your school or college. If you are not at school or 
college, you can get copies of the directory and application form by writing to 
UCAS after 1 July in the year preceding entry, using the form provided at the 
end of this prospectus. 

Alternatively you can apply using the electronic application system (EAS)or 
the on-line system "Apply". For further information about all three ways of 
applying, visit the UCAS website. 

The UCAS Directory gives full details of the application process, and the 
application form is accompanied by a booklet ("How to Apply") which gives 
step-by step guidance on how to complete your application form. If you are 
applying for admission in September 2004 you can submit your application to 
UCAS from 'I September 2003. For most applicants, the deadline for the 
receipt of applications at UCAS is "1 5 January 2004. However if you are 
applying for degree programmes in Medicine or Veterinary Medicine, or if you 
are applying to Oxford or Cambridge, your application form must reach UCAS 
by 15 October 2003. 

Applications received at UCAS after '15 January and up to 17 August are 
forwarded to universities for consideration at their discretion. However, given 
pressure on places in many areas of study at Edinburgh, you should be 
aware that only some parts of the University are able to consider applications 
received after the deadline, so you would be well-advised to submit your 
application in good time. If you would like advice before submitting a "late" 
application, please contact the relevant admissions office orthe Recruitment 
and Admissions Liaison Service.

Each applicant is required to comply first with the General University' 

These are 
defined in terms of UK qualifications in the Tables of Degrees and Entry 
Requirements. Applicants should be aware that there is severe competition 
for admission to some courses. In these cases : the degree course 
requirements will be higher than for other courses. 

Each overseas application is considered individually and College admissions 
offices can give guidance to potential applicants who are uncertain whether 
their qualifications are suitable. Please contact the International Office or the 
relevant College Admissions Office for information regarding accepted 
qualifications if you are uncertain about the exact standard required. 

You will have to satisfy the University of your command of English. Any of the 
tests shown in "Edinburgh - The International City" would be regarded as 
suitable proof. 

How to apply 

You have to apply through the Universities and Colleges Admissions Service 
(UCAS). Details about this and about how to obtain an application form are 
given in the 'UCAS Application' section. All students are strongly urged to 
apply by the UCAS deadlines. Candidates who are assessed as overseas for 
fee-paying purposes (see Definition of Fee Status in the Financing Your 
Studies section) may apply up to 30 June but consideration of these 
applications is subject to the availability of places and earlier application is 
advised. If you have to take a further qualification in English, you should 
make an early application to the relevant authority. 

In many countries, you can obtain application materials from British Council 
Offices. Completed applications should normally be returned directly to 
UCAS. However, in some countries (usually those with Education 
Counselling Service offices) you can send your completed form to the British 
Council Office which will double-check the paperwork and send the form to 
UCAS on your behalf. 

For entry in 2004, international applicants will be able to apply on-line using 
the new UCAS system "International Apply". For further information visit the 
UCAS website. 

Overseas applicants are generally not expected to come to Edinburgh until 
their course of study commences. However, prospective students who are 
already in the UK or who intend to come to the UK and wish to visit the 
University should see the information on the website, which explains the 
procedure for arranging a visit. Alternatively, you can contact the International 
Office providing details of your proposed course of study and possible 
weekday dates when you could visit. Please ensure that you give reasonable 
advance notice to enable the office to make the necessary arrangements, 
bearing in mind overseas postal delays, etc.

Pollock Flails is the main Halls of Residence complex rn Edinburgh. 
All the accommodation rs in single study-bedrooms, on a full-board 
hall basis. All rooms have phones and computer points and around 
4S% have a private bathroom. Facihties on site include squash courts, 
a shop, a bar and a small library. More than 2.000 students live in 
these halls. 

David Ho ra and Kitchener Houses are the main self-catering halls 
of residence, which accommodate 39 and 55 students, respectively. 
Full cooking facilities are provided in shared kitchens. The vast 
majority of the rooms are single, with some shared rooms that are 
generally offered to couples. 





Self-contained University flats are also available, all within about a 
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mile of the main camp115.es. They are entirely occupied by first-year 
students : with each flat accommodating groups, cf between three and 
12. Kitchen and bathroom facilities are shared between the occupants 
of each flat. A limited number of flats are available for couples and 
families.
